Bodies of the Dead Thrown Into 


All Living Men, Women and Chil- 
dreh Flogged. 


Bage Captured—Bombardment of Rio Con- 
tinued—The Bavarian—Vaillant Signs

By Telegraph to The Times. 
BERLIN, Jan. 2.—(By Cable and As- 
Sociated Press.) The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung has a dispatch from Krusche, 
Russia, confirming the fragmentary re- 
ports of the massacre of many Catho- 
lics by Cossack soldiers in the Catholic 
Church at that place. Between seventy 
rand one hundred Catholics were 
Slaughtered, and a great many mare 
were injured. The details of the ot- 
rage show the church had been men- 
anced for some time by the Cossrcke, 
and that the Catholics guarded it for 
more than a week against attack. 
Early in the morning of November 
Prefect Klingenberg reached F.nuysche 
from Korono, accompanied by a de- 
tachment of Cossackg. They entered 
the church, where about seventy Catho- 
lics were gathered. The Covrsacks, 
cursing and yelling, rushed toward the 
worshippers, knouting them and strik- 
ing them with swords wjtil the church 
echoed with the screams of the 
wounded. 
Some of the Cathoiies fied to the 
belfry, where they rang the bells in 
alarm, summoning tlie: rest of the in- 
habitants® As a re‘wilt, a thousand 
people soon colleé’.ed around |. the 


Only the prefect 
and his deputy £ weceeded in resisting 
the efforts of the jnhabitants, and they

Later in the day a detachment of 600 
Cossacks was sent from Kovno . to 
Krusche, arrned with rifles, lances and 
knouts. Uprs7, their arrival near 
Krusche, thwsy were divided into two 
detachmen’s;.. One body surrounded the 
township «5 all sides, the others rode 
at a gallo g toward the Catholic Church, 
dashed wth their lances dow the 
crowd ©t:tside the building, spearing, 
shootins; and lashing with knouts all 
who capie within reach. Many persons 
were <«illed outright, and many were 
woun:] ad. 

The. Cossacks then rode their horses 
into /the church, and a massacre of 
peoryle inside began. The unfortunate 
Catrolics threw ‘themselves on ‘their 
Kn @as in a corner and prayed for help, 
bv. the Cossacks shot and speared right 
a jd left until the floor and walls of the 
€S.urch were drenched with blood. The

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The Herald's 
dispatch from Rio de Janeiro, dated 
January 2, says that Admiral de Gama 
published, yesterday, a manifesto in- 
nended to countera@t the effect of the 
celebrated declaration of a month ago 
in favor of the monarchy. This decla- 
ration has weakehed the cause of the 
insurgents greatly in the last three or 
four weeks and has alienated from 
Mello and Gama sevérai officers who, 
before its appearances, had been trusted 
friends and allies. 

Among the people at large the effects 
Have been still more unfavorable to the 
insurgents’ cause, Consequently in his 
manifesto yesterday De Gama asserted 
that his former declaration was not a 
monarchistic document, that this decla- 
ration, as well ag the other pers at- 
tributed to him, had been altered and 
printed in falsified copies, had not de- 
clared for monarchy, but had intended 
merely to ask the people of Brazil what 
form of republicah government they 
wanted. This manifesto has fallen 
flat, and has disgusted many of the 
former supporters. The monarchists 
are thoroughly @isgusted with Gama’'s 
backdown.

No Mello(w) Business About the Nicaragua- 
Henduras Wariare.’ 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Herald's special 
from Managua, January 2, says, that 
war between Nicaragua and Honduras 
has begun in good earnest, and that 
already Policarpo Bonilla, leader of the 
Hondurian insurgents has _ invaded 
Honduras from -the Nicaragua lines, 
captured the town of Yuscaran, and 
set up a provisional government. 

President Zelaya of Nicaragua has 
recognized the provisional government 
set up in the town of Corpus on De- 
cember 30, the day on which that place 
was captured by Bonilla after a five 
hours’ siege. President _ Vasquez’s 
losses in thé-engagement were twenty- 
three killed and five wounded. The in- 
surgents have three killed and sev- 
eral others wounded. Bonilla’s men 
are now surrounding Choluleca and 
are cutting .off communication with 
the interior.

The Tax on Whisky is Increased — Other 
Modifications Made — Representative 
Oates Prepares a Silver Coin- 
age Bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The advocates of the 
individual income-tax proposition were 
triumphant at a meeting éf the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee this afternoon. 

Eleven members were present when 
the final meeting was held at the Treas- 


was joined on two propositions—one to 
levy a tax of 2 per cent. against indi- 
vidual incomes of over $400,000, .and 
against net incomes from corporations, 
and the second proposition was offered 
as a substitute by Representative Cock- 
ran of New York to tax incomes from 
corporations 1 per cent.. and inheri- 
tances 5 per cent.; to place a tax of 10 
cents on whisky, and to restore sugar 
to the dutiable list at half a cent per 
pound. The debate on Mr. Cockran's 
substitute proposition resulted in de- 
feat by a vote of 7 to 4, and the origi- 
nal proposition then carried by a vote 
of 6 to 5. 

It was also decided to increase the 
whisky tax 10 cents a gallon, from 90 
cents to $1, to levied against whisky in 
as well as out of bond. Upon repre- 
sentation that this increase would work 
undue hardship to the owners of 
whisky in bond, it was decided to ex- 
tend the bonded period from three te 
eight years. The tax on playing-cards, 
| At one, time. fixed at-6 cents & peck, was 
Yeduced to 2 cents. The contemplated 
tax on mes and cosmetics was dis- 
carded. No increase was made in the 
tax on cigars, but the increase on cig- 
arettes to $1 per thousand was allowed 
to stand. 

The committee estimates that the tax 
on incomes from corporations and indi- 
viduals (corporations being treated as 
individuals) will raise $30,900,000 reve- 
nue—$12,000,000 from corporations and 
—$18,000,000 from individuals. The in- 
crease in the whisky tax, it is esti- 
mated, will give an additional revenue 
of $10,000,000. The proposed tax on in- 
heritances, which was to have been lev- 
ied in case the proposition for an indi- 


vidual income tax  faijed, was not 
deemed necessary. 


COINAGE OF SILVER. 


How Representative Oates Proposes to Make 
It Attractive. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Representative Oates 
of Alabama will tomorrow introduce 
the following impoftant bill, to pro- 
vide for the coinage ‘of the silver bul- 
lion now owned by the United States: 

“Section 1. All silver bullion now 
owned by the United States, shall be 
coined, and as speedily as possible, into 
Standard silver dollars of the weight 
and fineness as now prescribed by the 
law, which shall be legal tender in 
payment of all debts, public and pri- 
vate, provided that one-seventh part 
of said bullion may be, coined into 
half-dollars, quarter-dollars and dimes 
in the proportion directed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and to contain 
the amounts of pure silver and «alloy 
as now prescribed by law for such coin- 
age. 

“Sec. 2. The, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall set apart $40,000,000, 
coined as aforesaid, for the redemption 
of notes issued by the treasury, and 
paid out for the purchase of silver 
bullion, in the manner provided in 
the act of July 14, 1890, and whenever 
said sum is reduced below $40,000,000 
by the redemption of said notes, the 
Secretary shall, from any other silver 
dollars in the treasury not otherwist 
appropriated, add to the said sum, so

Hon. P. C. Jones Gives Testimony—The Re- 
sources and Sttategic Importance of .

WASHINGTON, Jar™2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The sub-committee of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions met again today, for the pur- 
pose of continuing the investigation 
into the diplomatic relations of this 


country with Hawaii. Senators Mor- 
gon, Gray and Frye, were the only 
members. present. The proceedings 


were strictly private, and there was but 
one witness before the committee dur- 
ing the forengon, P. C. Jones, .rom Bos- 
ton, for the purpore of putting. the 
committee in possession of facts at his 
command concerning the revolution of 
last January, and the relations of 
this country to the Hawaiian govern- 
ment. 

Mr.. Jones. has large business inter- 
ests fh the islands. Hie was in Hon. 
lulu during the revolution. He was 
questioned closely about the condition 
of affairs. preceding. the revolution, 
about the character of Queen Liliuo- 
kalani’s rule, and her alleged inten- 
tion to subvert the constitution of the 
country ,the reason for the revolution. 
and. the effort on the part of the 
Dole-Thurston party to secure the depo- 
sition of the Queen and the formation 
of a provisional government, with a 
view to annexing the islands to the 
United States. 

He was also required to tell the 
story of the revolution, and, detail 
the part taken the Unifed States 
marines In support. of the provisional 
government. Jones proved a strong ad- 
vocate of annexation to the United 
States, and a staunch supporter of 
the present government, as opposed to 
that of the Queen. He is of the opin- 
ion that the resources of the islands 
are such as to render it to the advan- 
tage of the United States to annex 
them. He also regards the iskinds as 
of stragetic importance. 

The testimony of Z. 'Spaulginf, a!

committee a clear insight into many 
affairs the. islands not hitherto 
touched upon hy. witnesses.

LODGERS IN FLAMES. 


Two Persons Burned to Death and Others 
Seriously Injured. 

BUFFALO, (N. Y.) Jan. 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Almost a holocaust 
occurred early this morning in Mrs. 
Annie Hackett's cheap lodging-house, 
a tumble-down, four-story structure at 
+ No. 12 Swan street. The first floor is 
used as a saloon and restaurant, the 
second and third floors as sleeping- 
rooms. The beds in the little compart- 
ments were like stalls in a stable. 

It was about 3 a.m., when panes of 
glass in the saloon crac ked, and smoke 
and flames burst out. Almost at the 
same time the front and side windows 
of the floors above seemed alive with 
panic-stricken people. They rushed 
from window to window, and called 
} piteously to the crowd below for as- 
sistance. There were no fire-escapes 
on the building. All were finally res- 
cued except two, who were burned 
to death. About twenty were badly in- 
jured, five or more of whom will die. 

The dead are: Isaac Br&dley, a prin- 
ter, and the day cook, known only as 
Edna. Among the more badly injured 
are: 

LOUIS ANDERSON, burned about his 
head, face and arms, and who will 
probably die. 

DAVID EDWARD, a negro cook, 
who was badly burned, and will prob- 
ably die. . 

EDWARD CROSS, of California, 
frightfully burned on face, hands, head 
and feet. 

CHARLES VAN FVERY, a colored 
private detective, badly vurned, and 
likely to die. 

CHARLES H. EDWARDS, a prin- 
ter, arm broken, and badly burned; in- 
juries probably fatal. 

MRS. HACKETT, the proprietress, 
had her head and arms burned, but 
may recover. 

The money loss was small.

The 
court says: ‘‘The demurrer to the com- 
plaint was properly overruled. [n an 
action like this a general al- 
legation of negligence upon part of 
defendant is sufficient. ‘The negligence 
is the ultimate fact to be pleaded, and 
is not a legal conclusion.” (Bliss on 
Code Pleading. 211.) Nor was it in- 
cumbent | on plaintiffs to allege that 
they were not guilty of contributory 
negligence.
